BOXING THE EARS. 
There are sevoral thii gs very 
commonly doi e which are ex- 
tremely injurious to the ear, ai,d 
oughtto be carefully avoided Oue 
of theae is the practice uf boxing 
children's ears. The passage of 
the ear is closed by a thin mem- 
brane, especially adapted to be in* 
tl lenoed by every impn'se of the 
air, and with nothing but the air 
to support it internally. What, 
then, can injure this membrane 
more thai; a sudden forcible coli- 
pretVon of the air in front af it? 
If any one designed to Im-al ci 
over stretch the membrane, I 
more efficient means could scarct 
ly be deviced than to bring th. 
haud suddenly and f .rcibly dowi 
upon the passage of the ear, thu 
driving the air violently before it 
with no poss bility of its escape 
without the membrane giving way.
